Fruit and Mr. Andrews are each con­ 
structing houses th at will cost equally 
as much. Mr. Potts, nearT ustin City, 
has erected a fine building.

place, are erecting line private dwell­ 
ings. Mr. Tustin will soon have his 
store ready for occupancy. 


CROP PROSPECTS. 


Crop prospects were never better. 
The greater portion of the small grain 
has been threshed and sent to market. 
Corn, both here und in the “Swamp,’' 
is yielding better th an ever known. 
Pumpkins and sweet potatoes are in 
abundance. 
In one of our former let­ 
ters we were accused of exaggeration 
in regard to the growth of corn and 
orange trees; and now, at the risk of 
being called a—well, we will not say 
what—we will tell a sweet potato talc. 
Mr. W m . Tedford, of the “Sw am p,” 
told us yesterday th a t he dug a potato 
that weighed fifteen pounds, and he 
was of the opinion—had he let it re­ 
main In the ground—th at it would 
have weighed twenty pounds. 


OBSERVER. 


If I thought “Observer” was in the 
county I would not have said anything 
about the aforesaid potato. All that 
has been said aud w ritten has had no 
deleterious effects upon our “ Now 
Italy.” 
Sensible people will come 
and* see for themselves, and when 
once they come they are convinced 
and drop anchor. 
Scarcely a day 
passes but some one purchases land 
in our vicinity. The McFadden Bros, 
cannot begin to supply the demand for 
building material, though they do all 
in their power. To no one do we owe 
so much our growth and prosperity as 
to the kind and courteous McFuddens. 


T H E STEAMER NEWPORT. 


They have had built the beautiful 
steamer Newport for the especial ac­ 
commodation of this side of the Santa 
Ana River. 
They have sold their 
valuable lands at low figures and given 
men of small means a chance to secure 
a home and pay for it from the crops. 
Mr. Jam es McFadden tested for arte­ 
sian water one mile South of Santa 
Ana and was 
rewarded with 
the 
largest flow Eagt of the river, except 
Mr. G. Allen. 
At 2G3 feet he (McF.j 
struck a stream that flows an inch and 
a half from a seven-inch pipe nt the 
height of seventeen feet. The parties 
who bored the well aver they can 
carry It 
tw en ty -e ig h t 
feet high. 
Messrs. Holmes & Long struck another 
fine stream last week at a depth of 
seventy feet which flows teninehes and 
a h a lf live feet above the surface from 
a four-inch pipe. 
This makes the 
third well they have bored upon their 
farm In the last six months.

Governors of California. 


From an article In the San Jose A d ­ 
vertiser, we extract the following re­ 
garding the Governors of this State: 
Ed. A d v e r t is e r : 
W ill you please 
inform me and several others, who 
have occupied 
the 
Gubernatorial 
chair of California and the date nt 
their respective terms. 
I n q u i r e r . 
Peter H. Burnett was elected at the 
first election held in California in 1349 
he resigned before the expiration of 
his term , and resumed the practice of 
law in San Jose; 
subsequently he 
was a Justice of the Supreme Court of 
California. His residence was for a 
long tim e at San Jose. John McDou- 
gah served out the remainder of Gov­ 
ernor B urnett’s term; he died at San 
Francisco some eight or nine years 
ago. John Bigler was elected in 1851, 
and re-elected in 1853; was appointed 
Minister to Chili by President Buchan 
an, subsequently he resided at Sacra­ 
mento. J. Neely Johnson was chosen 
Governor in 1855 und served two years 
afterward he was a Justice of the s u ­ 
preme Court of Nevada. Jo h n B. 
W aller was elected Governor in 1857 
for two years. In 1850, Milton S. La­ 
tham was elected, b ut resigned soon 
after his inauguration to fill the va­ 


cancy in the United States ¡senate oc­ 
casioned by the death of David C. 
Brodetick. 
H e is now u banker in 
San Francisco. 
John G. Downey, 
now a citizen of Los Angeles county, 
served out the remainder of Governor 
L atham ’s term. 
In 1801 Leland Stan­ 
ford was elected, and served for two 
years; he now resides in Kan Francis­ 
co, and is President of the Central P a­ 
cific railroad. 
About this time it ap­ 
pears that the Legislature changed by 
enactm ent the time for which State 
officers were to be elected, from two 
to four years; for the next Governor, 
F. F. Low was elected 1863, and serv­ 
ed four years; he is now a bunker in 
San Francisco. 
H. H . H aight, was 
elected in 18G7 and lieldoltice for four 
years. 
Newton Booth was elected in 
1871, but resigned shortly after for a 
seat in the United States Senate. 
Booth was succeeded by Lieutenant 
Governor, Romualdo Pacheco, present 
incumbent, who fills the Gubernatori­ 
al chair until the first Monday in De­ 
cember of this year, when W illiam 
Irwin, Governor elect will succeed 
him.

warfare. 


Only a moral influence is brought 
to 


bear. 
The Spanish 
nation wages war 


to the knife, and has never yet accord- 
ed to its rebellious provinces what are 
denominated 
the hospitalities of war, 


nor have 
its revolutionary 
subjects 


sought to mitigato 
the 
horrors 
of a 


contest. 
The armies 
of Spain 
carry 


the black flag when fighting Spanish 
subjects, 
and on 
the other 
hand the 


colonists butcher their prisoners with 
savage 
gusto. 
The 
moral 
influence 


then of a simple recognition of bellig- 
erency in this case 
is very 
question- 


able. 
The next step, the recognition 


of the independence 
of the Cubans, 


might be of benefit to the 
insurgents 


ifthe United States were 
prepared to 


enforce Ihe decree by annexation.

country,

Failures 
in the States. 


The Mercantile Agency, a standard 


authority, reports 
the failures in the 


United States during the year ending 
September 
Ist, 
1875, were 5,334, with 


liabilities of $131,000,000, 
against 4,377 


with liabilities of $116,000,000 in 1874; 
3,887 with liabilities of $171,000,000 
in 


1873; 3,070 with liabilitiesof 590.000,- 
--000 in 1872. 
The number 
of failures 


the last half of the year has increased 
rapidly, and it is feared may bring on 
another run upon the banks, if contin- 
ued. 
Most of the recent 
failures are 


attributable to the shrinkage in values 
induced by the panic, aud the depres- 
sion in business 
since. 
It will be seen 


that in number 
the failures 
of 1875 


exceed 
even those 
during the panic 


year of 1873, showing that the jobbers 
and retailers 
have been reached 
and 


been 
compelled 
to succumb. 
When 


we consider that the number of bank- 
ruptcies 
announced 
every day in the 


States 
has 
been 
increasing 
steadily 


duriug the Fall months, we 
are cer- 


tainly warranted in the assertion 
that 


the beginning of the end of the de- 
pression 
has not yet been reached. 
In- 


deed, unless there is a speedy relief, a 
worse panic must result than has ever 
been 
witnessed 
in 
the New World. 


Looking to our own State we find the 
number of failure* announced 
in 1875 


to be 165, with liabilities of only 5313,- 


--411, the smallest 
number of any State 


in the Union. 
Even South 
Carolina 


had 118, with liabilities of $2,514,518, 
and Texas, the most prosperous 
of the 


Southern 
States, 
193 with liabilities of 


$1,876,235. 
Our people 
can scarcely 


realize the 
depression 
which exists 


East 
of the Kocky Mountains, 
and 


appreciate their own happy situation 
and brilliant prospects. 


The Two Companies. 


To those who can divest themselves 


of prejudice 
or partiality, and really 


have the interest of Southern Califor- 
nia at heart, 
the energy displayed 
by 


the Western 
Development 
Company 


in pushing forward 
the Southern 
Pa- 


cific railroad 
in cheering and encour- 


aging. 
While Tom Scott 
is lobby- 


ing with Senators 
and Congressmen 


for an appropriation 
more than equal 


to twice the cost of building the Texas

broken 
to pieces under the 


weight of its rich clusters, and cannot 
have less than 4,000 oranges 
upon it.
